The state of crime in Ireland and the proceedings in Criminal Courts are 
shown in the comparative tables on pages xxvi-xxxiii, for each of the twenty 
years 1893-1912 ; quinquennial averages under each head are also given. 

comparative The Summary Tables A, B, and C, contain these comparisons and refer, 
•Tables. respectively, to the number of persons for trial at Assizes and Quarter Sessions • 
cases dealt with in Courts of Summary Jurisdiction; and all offences of an 
indictable character reported to the police. Table D gives a summary of 
Tables A, B, and C under condensed headings of the averages for each quin- 
quennium and for the year 1912. In Table E (Parts I. and II.), which 
follows the geographical distribution of crime and of the principal forms 
thereof, during the last quinquennial period, is shown by the rates of crimes to the 
population in each county in Ireland. Part I. of this Table gives this infor- 
mation regarding the counties grouped according to their several degrees of 
criminality, under each of the selected heads, and Part II. shows the counties 
arranged in alphabetical order by provinces. 

II.— GENERAL REVIEW. 

ii. _ The number of indictable offences* in Ireland known to the police was 9,931 in the 

General year 1912 ; these numbered 9,873 in 1909, were 9,870 in 1910, and 9,831 in 191 1. The 

eview. total for 1912 is equal to an annual rate of 2.27 per 1,000 of the population of Ireland, 

estimated to the middle of the year, as compared with a rate of 2.24 per 1,000 
in 1911, 2.25 per 1,000 in each of the years 1909 and 1910, and a rate of 2.34 in the 
year 1908. With reference to the persons tried for non-indictable offences in the 
year under notice, the number fell from 193,635 in 1910 to 185,345 in 1911, 
rising to 195,246 in the year 1912, an increase of 9,901 on the year preceding, f 
There was an increase of 804 in the number- of persons tried for drunkenness in 
1912 as compared with the preceding year, but compared with the average for the 
10 years, 1902 to 1911, there was a decrease of 12,657 persons tried for this offence. 

S a whiohto Many of the non-indictable offences being in the nature of civil offences, are 
measure omitted in the calculation of the amount of crime in the country, the num- 

of Sei° e ber of ‘ ‘ indictable offences * ’ only being adopted as the standard for esti- 

mation. Besides, cases obviously of a civil character — such as those in which 
orders are made to maintain certain civil rights, or to secure the discharge 
of civil duties — are now shown separately under the title of Qttasi-criminal 
Offences (Table 17). These offences, which in the year 1910 amounted to 24,653, 
decreased in the year 1911 to 22,878, and increased in the year under notice 
to 27,264. The increase was largely due to attendance orders under section 4 of the 
Education Act and orders to take out licences for dogs. Prior to 1895 the majority 
of such cases were found among “ Cases disposed of Summarily,” and were 
included in “ Minor Offences ” in the reports under the old system. Proceed- 
ings against weekly tenants in towns, which are especially numerous in Dub- 
lin, formed another group of the cases “ Disposed of Summarily.” These 
appeared both in the Civil and the Criminal statistics ; they are now separated 
from the Criminal statistics proper. As they .tended to increase the number 
of apparent crimes committed, they must be allowed for when instituting 
comparisons with the statistics for years anterior to 1895.

•f A remarkable increase in recent years is observable in the number of prosecutions against owners and drivers of 
carts under the Highway Acts — the number of persons proceeded against in the years 1912, 1911, 1910, 1909, 
and 1908 being 27,975, 26,325, 26,021, 3u,748 and 31,559, respectively; as against 4,326 in the year 1907.

In the following table the rates per 10,000 of the population estimated to the 
middle of the respective years for each of the 6 classes of indictable offences are 10,000 of 
shown for each of the ten years 1902-1911, also the annual average rate of each P^ 9 i?Sd 
class of offence for the decade, the final column giving the corresponding rates for ten preced- 
the year 1912. This statement shows the fluctuations which nave taken place mg years, 
during the eleven years in the proportional number of the more serious offences in 
Ireland, and it also shows that, measured by the number of indictable offences com- 
mitted in proportion to the population, the crime rate in 1912 u r as above that for 
the preceding year, and also above the average for the ten years 1902-1911. The 
rate for offences against the person was below the average, and also below 
the rate for 1911. The rate for malicious injury against property was 1.59, 
as against the average 1.42, and the rate in 1911 of 2.09. The rate for other offences 
against property was above the average, and above the rate for 1911, and the rate for 
forgery and offences against the currency increased from 0.10 per 10,000 in the year 
1911 to 0.12 in the year 1912. In Class VI. the rate was 1.10 for the year 1912, the 
rate for 1911 being 1.24, and the average rate 1.16 — see page xi., and Table 23.

III.— NATURE OF CRIMES. 

With regard to each of the undermentioned six classes of crime, the figures quoted 
are taken from the returns of cases reported to the police. 

The heads under which they are grouped are as follow : — 

Class I. — Offences against the Person. 

Class II. — Offences against Property with Violence. 

Claps III. — Offences against Property without Violence. 

Class IV. — Malicious Injuries to Property. 

Class V. — Forgery and offences against the Currency. 

Class VI. — Other Offences not included in the above Classes. 

The total number of such crimes (indictable offences) in 1912 was 9,931 (or 2.27 
per 1,000 of the population), being 100 above the number for the preceding year, and 
61 above the number for the year 1910. 


Class I. — Offences against the Person. 

Indictable offences against the person, as known to the police, numbered 526 in 
the year 1907, and in the year 1908 rose to 627. In the year 1909 the number 
fell to 523, and rose in the year 1910 to 574, and again to 580 in 1911, declining to 
544 in|the year under notice. 

There were 25 charges of murder ; of these 12 were for murder of persons 
aged above one year, and 13 were for murder of infants aged one year or under, 
the total number of charges being equal to the number for the preceding year, and 3 
below the average for the years 1907-1911. Twelve attempted murders were 
reported, as compared with 15 for the preceding year, 6 for the year 1910, 10 for 
the year 1909, and an average of 14 for the 5 years ending with 1911. The 
reported cases of manslaughter numbered 55, being 20 over the number for the year 
1911, and also 15 over the average for the five years 1907-1911. Altogether 
the cases coming under these three headings were 92 in number, being over the 
number in 1911 by 17. 


Class II. — Offences against Property with Violence. 

Offences against property with violence reported to the police, which were 
867 in the year 1911, were 960 in the year under review, being an increase of 93 
on 1911, and of 228 over the number in 1910, and 138 over the average for the 
five years 1907-1911. The principal crimes in this class are house and shop 
breaking, numbering 765, burglary 129, and robbery and assaults with intent to 
rob 43. 


Class III. — Offences against Property without Violence. 

The total offences in this class numbered 7,196 and include 6,397 cases of 
larceny, as against 6,117 in the year 1911. The total offences form nearly 73 per 
cent, of all offences known to the police. The number of these offences was 6,878 
in 1911, being 186 under the number in the year 1910. 
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Class IV.— Malicious Injuries to Property. 

, ofiences known to the police under this heading declined from 916 in 1911 
iqn in 1912 the latter being 217 less than the number recorded for the preceding 
7 40 under the average for the five years 1907-1911, 189 over the average for 
m five vears 1902-1906, and 78 under the average for the five years 1897-1901.

Class V. — Forgery and Offences against the Currency. 


There were 52 ofiences in Class V. known in the year 1912, as against 47 in 
ion the average for the five years 1907-1911 being 47 ; the cases of coining and 
uttering counterfeit coin numbered 31 in 1912, as compared with 32 m 1911.

Class YI. — Other Indictable Offences. 


There was a decline in the total of this group from 643 m 1911 to 480 in 1912. 
Per the five years 1907-1911 the average number of such offences was 593. Among 
the ofiences there were 238 oases of intimidation by Threatening Letters, Notices or 
otherwise (showing a decrease of 25, as compared with the corresponding number for 
the ureeeding yea?). There were 41 (an increase of 5, as compared with the preceding 
warrassaults by firing shots into dwelling-houses. There were 93 attempts to 
Sit suicide, as against 86 in the year 1911. TTiere were ate, 42 cases of habitual 
drunkards reported to the police, the number in 1911 being 37.

The number of cases of drunkenness amounted to 63,623, being 31.0 per cent, of all 
offences committed, and 31.8 per cent, of all cases disposed of summarily. Cases 
of assault decreased from 13,927 in 1911 to 13,151 in 191a ; the charges of drunkenness 
show an increase of 804 — from 62,819 in 1911 to 63,623 in 1912. 

The cases of assault disposed of summarily, and the cases of drunkenness (including 
drunkenness and disorderly conduct) in 1912, compared with each of the ten years 
preceding, also the annual average for these 10 years, are shown in the following 
tabular statement: —

It appears from the above statement that, both for assaults and drunkenness 
(including drunkenness and disorderly conduct), the numbers declined from 
the year 1902 to the year under notice — drunkenness from 91,276 cases in 1902 
to 63,623 in 1912, and assaults from 18,548 in 1902 to 13,151 in 1912. 

Amongst other offences which were disposed of summarily there were 27,975 
by owners and drivers of carts, 15,708 cases of nuisances and obstructions, 3,221 
cases of cruelty to animals, 1,081 cases of cruelty to children, 694 offences against 
the Game Laws, 1,587 cases of malicious damage, and 59 offences against the Vac- 
cination Acts. Compared with the figures for the preceding year, offences by owners 
and drivers of carts show an increase of 1,650, and cases of nuisances and obstructions 
an increase of 1,083 ; there was an increase of 361 in cases of cruelty to animals, and 
an increase of 76 in cases of cruelty to children ; the offences against the Game Laws 
increased by 82 in 1912 as compared with 1911, and in cases of malicious damage 
there was a decrease of 43. 


Qwasi-CiuMiNAL Offences. 

The business in the Courts of Summary Jurisdiction respecting ^wari-criminal 
matters is given in Table 17. From this table it appears that the total of 
applications for orders in such cases in 1912 amounted to 27,264. Of the total there 
were 9,368 cases relating to children, including 8,092 applications for school attend- 
ance orders, 1, 236 for Industrial School orders, and 17 for Probation Orders under the 
Children Act, 1908 [sec. 58 (4) and 60]. Among other quasi-criminal offences are 
4,369 applications for orders to find sureties to keep the peace or for good behaviour, 
and there were 3,009 applications under Sanitary Law, a decrease of 129 as com- 
pared with 1911. The number of applications as to orders relating to dogs was 
8,306 as compared with 5,638 in 1911. 


IV— GEOGRAPHICAL DISTRIBUTION OF CRIME. 

The Table on page xiii which follows has been prepared for the purpose of studying 
the distribution of crime throughout the County and City Districts into which 
Ireland is divided for criminal jurisdiction and police purposes for the years 1911 and 
1912, also the increase of decrease in each district in the latter year : —

Aeonrdinfr to the table which follows, it appears that (1) the aggregate rate for oif.mce.in 
offences of all kinds, (2) the rate for all indictable offences, and <3) for all non- 
indictable offences in the large town districts of Ireland (viz., those which m 1911 co»p.rrt 
had a population of 20,000 inhabitants or upwards) exceed the corresponding rates 
for all other places l?or eases of drunkenness, however (which are included also dm* 
L the non-indictable offences), the rate for the large town districts (12.5 per 1,000) 
s below that for the other parts of Ireland, the rate for the other parts being 15.1 
ricr 1000 of the Census population, 1911. Both these rates compare favourably 
£itb the corresponding rates for the year 1902, when the rate for drunkenness in the 
tage town districts was 21.3 per 1,000, and the rate for all other parts of Ireland 
20.3 per 1,000. 

The rates for indictable offences in the large town districts decreased in Dublin 
from 8 9 per 1 000 in 1911 to 7.5 in 1912. In Cork the rate increased from 2.2 to 2.4

V.— PROCEDURE FOR THE PUNISHMENT OF CRIME. 

V.-Proce. For the most part the initiation of proceedings in connection with the prosecution 
dure for the Q £ se rious offences committed in Ireland rests with the police, who act as public 
wSST* prosecutors. The duties of the. offices of the Crown Solicitor and the Sessional Crown 

Solicitor are now amalgamated and performed by a Crown Solicitor in the following 

Counties Carlow, Cavan, Down, Dublin, Galway, Kerry, Kildare, Kilkenny, Leitrim, 
Limerick (County and City), Longford, Louth, Mayo, Meath, Monaghan, Queen’s 
County, Roscommon, Sligo, Tipperary, Waterford, Westmeath, Wexford, and W'icklow. 
During the year 1905 the office of Sessional Crown Solicitor for Antrim and Belfast 
was added to the duties performed by the Crown Solicitor, and in Cork (County and 
City) a change was also made, the Crown Solicitorship being divided into two 
appointments, one for the East Riding and one for the West Riding. There was no 
appointment made in 1912 amalgamating the offices of Crown and Sessional 
Crown Solicitor. No change of offices has as yet taken place in the remaining 
Counties, Crown business at Assizes or Quarter Sessions being discharged by Crown 
or Sessional Crown Solicitors, respectively. 

Districts There was not any district in Ireland under proclamation under the provisions 
Tables 10 , 1 1 . of the Criminal Law and Procedure (Ireland) Act, 1887, on the 31st December, 
1912. In Table 11 it may be seen that on the 27th August, 1907, the following 
Counties were proclaimed under 6 Wm. IV., cap. 13, sec. 13: — Clare, Galway, and 
Roscommon, and remained proclaimed on the 31st December, 1912.

This statement shows that there were 33,062 persons admitted to places of con- 
finement during the year 1912, and that of these 10,863, or about one-third were 
females, and 22,199 were males. Among these 33,062, there were 2,343 lunatics 
admitted into asylums, and 1,259 children admitted into industrial schools ; so 
that 3,602, or nearly 11 per cent, cf the total admissions to places of detention, 
were of persons who cannot be considered as criminals. In addition to these 
exceptions there were 63 inebriates sent to reformatories and 63 youthful offenders 
sentenced to detention in a Borstal institution. See Tables 43 and 44. 

During the year 1912 the receptions of prisoners numbered 29,268 being 2,454 
over the number for 1911, but 106 below that for 1910. Compared with 1911, 
the admissions of criminal and dangerous lunatics to Lunatic Asylums show a 
decrease of 201. The number of children admitted to Industrial Schools in 1911 
was 1,261, the number in 1912 being 1,259 ; and the admissions to Reformatories, 
which were 170 in 1911, rose to 192 in the year under notice.

The above statement shows that, while 21.5 per cent, of the convicted prisoners com- 
mitted to prison in 1912 were absolutely illiterate, only 9.7 per cent, of the general 
population in 1911, aged 12 years and upwards, were in a similar condition as regards 
education. It must, however, be borne in mind that the Census figures here quoted 
are for the population of all ranks, and are not limited to the classes which furnish the 
great bulk of the prisoners.

From the above it appears that the total number of criminal and dangerous 
lunatics who were committed to asylums during the year 1912 was 2,343 ; of these, 

2 265, or 96.7 per cent., were committed to asylums by Justices as being dangerous. 

Only *3.0 per cent, were transmitted from prisons by the Lord Lieutenant’s warrant ; 

6, or 0.3 per cent., were committed under the Army Act, 1881, sec. 91; and not one 
under the Naval Enlistment Act, 1884, sec. 3.

Notes to Tables 1, 3, and 5. 


(a.) The titles of offences (Column 1) are much condensed. The fuller titles, and the offences 
comprised under each head, are given on page 36 of the Criminal Statistics for 1895 except in some few 
cases where subsequent enactments have made further changes necessary. 

(6.) The Tables show the number of persons prosecuted, not the number of offences. 
Where, therefore, any person is prosecuted at the same Assizes or Sessions for several offences, 
one offence has to be selected for tabulation ; and the rule followed is to select that for which the 
proceedings were carried to the furthest stage — to trial if there were several indictments, to con- 
viction and sentence if prisoner was tried on several charges. If there are several conviotions, 
the offence selected is that for which the heaviest punishment was awarded. If the final result 
of proceedings on two or more charges is the same, the more serious offence (as measured by 
the maximum penalty allowed by law) appears in the Tables. 

(c.) Where, in addition to the offence thus selected for detailed tabulation, the same person is 
prosecuted for other offences of a distinct character, and charged in separate indictments, the 
number of these additional charges -is given in columns 2 4 to 26 of the Tables, column 24 giving 
the total number of such charges, column 25 the number resulting in convictions, and column 
26 the number for which separate sentences (not concurrent with those in columns 11 to 19) are 
passed. Only distinct offences charged in separate indictments are included in these columns; 
additional indictments merely varying the form of the charge, and additional charges appearing 
as counts in the same indictment, are excluded. 

(d.) Where a person is prosecuted for one offence and convicted for another (e.g. committed 
for murder and convicted of manslaughter), the case appears only under the offence of which he 
was convicted. 

(e.) Columns. 2, 3, and 4 (“ Numbers for Trial ”) include only such cases as actually come be- 
fore the Assizes or Quarters Sessions. Persons who die, escape from prison, abscond while on bail, 
or are removed to an asylum before trial, are not included. 

(/.) Column 13 (“Imprisonment”) does not include sentences of imprisonment in default of 
payment of fine, or in default of.finding sureties. 

(f/.) Columns 19 and 23 (“ Recognizances ”) include cases where recognizances are required, 
whether with or without sureties and, if sureties are required, whether they are found or nor-. 

(h.) Columns 20 to. 23 are for those cases where more than one punishment is imposed for the 
same offence.

(o.) Column 1, “ Offences.” — The titles of the offences are the same as in Tables 1 to 5. 

(b.) Column 2, “ Number of Crimes known to the Police.” — This column includes all crimes 
reported to the police within the year whether committed by the same or different persons, and 
whether any apprehension takes places within the year or not. 

(c.) If there is a committal or conviction within the year, the Table shows the nature of the 
crime as judicially determined. Failing this, the charge which is named in the summons or 
warrant on which" the prisoner is arrested is taken as determining the crime. If there are no pro- 
ceedings and no apprehension, the character of the crime is judged by the facts so far as known to 
the police. 

( d .) In columns 3 to 18 the number of persons proceeded against is given, not the number of 
crimes or charges. A person charged at the same time with several offences appears as one 
person only. In selecting the offence for tabulation the same principle is followed as in Tables 
1 to 5 — the charge resulting in conviction or committal for trial has preference to the others ; 
and subject to this the more serious offence is selected. If there are two or more convictions at 
the same time, that for which the heavier sentence is inflicted is regarded as the more serious. 
These columns include only cases disposed of within the year. Cases pending at the end of the 
year are reserved for inclusion in the following year’s tables.
